|l.ctlm membership In the Real Estate
Board of New York, has achieved a tri-

Iurm'.!l'l that marks a milestona In the
| femninine invaslon of business. In the
past women have been elscted to asso-
ciate membership in the board, but never
bafore have they been recelved Into ac-
tlve cooperation &s governing members
of this honorabls body. As a matter of
fact, the proposition to do so has never
before met with popular favor, owing
doubtless to that inherent conservatism
which still exists among so many of the
older business men of the community.

For this reason the unanimous in-
dorsement of Mrs, Smith's candidacy,
when at a recent meeting her name was
presented to the members by Douglas
1. Elliman, ons of the most consplcu-
ously successful real estate men in New
York city, 18 not only indlcative of the
completa change of heart which has
come about in regard to women filling
high positions In the business world, but,
it is pointed out, paves the way for the
pdminssion of other women to such places
fn the future. While there ars to-day
perhaps & hundred women in the realty
business in New York the number of
those who conduct thelr own business
as brokers could be counted on one
hand.

And what of the woman who la the
modest reciplent of this unusual favor?
Mrs. Smith possesses o dynamic tempera-
ment, Professionally she combines the
work of a realty broker with the more or
less nllied occupation of interfor decora-
tor. Personally she {§ a woman of muny
talents, with an enthusiasm sufficient to
carry them all through to fruition If she
were so minded. Her studlo-office Is To-
cated at 31 East Forty-elghth street, in
a reconstructed dwelling over the en-
trance to which Is @ quaint slgn bearing
the legend, “At the Sign of the Elm
Tree.”

It is always Interesting to trace the
events that declded a person's destiny,
and Mrs, Smith's case serves to show
how often some purely psychologlical
drift turns one's iife into new channels
at an unexpected crisls.

who was a natlve of Peterboro, Onelda
county, N. Y. The latter was a grand-
pon of Col. Willinm Fitzhugh of Mary-
land and a grand-nephew and name-
ealke of Gerritt Smith, the famous aboli-
tionist and philanthroplst of Geneseo,
N. ¥.
